In 1998 she became the founder of The Elizabeth Cady
Stanton Trust to ensure the legacy of her family heritage is part of the
historic fabric that weaves America together.

Ellen Carol DuBois, Ph.D. is a professor of History at University of
California at Los Angeles. DuBois is one of the premier scholars on
Elizabeth Cady Stanton in the United States and has published, edited,
and authored over twenty works centered around the life of Elizabeth
Cady Stanton. She wrote a biography of Harriot Stanton Blatch in 1997.
Her current work surrounds the international women'’s movement from
1923 through 1975, with a focus oustside of Europe and America.

Barbara Blaisdell is a living history performer who lives in Rochester,
New York. She has portrayed Susan B. Anthony for over 17 years.

Hutchinson Family Revival performs sentimental, patriotic, comic,
and inspirational popular music form 1840-80 in period costume.
